3. It will be the duty of the Officer Commanding the regi- 
meiit to take immediate steps for affieetiag all repairs found 
necessary by the above committee, as soon as funds for the 
•purpose have been allotted , to him. 

4. A similar inspection by the Begimental authorities only 
should be made in the month of October, when minor defects 
observed should be remedied from any balance of the animal 
allotment, referred to in para. 2, remaining in hand,

5. In the event of these committees being of opinion that 
any but has been allo;|ve# to fall into a state of disrepair from 
neglect or carelessness on the part of the occupant, a remark 
to this effect should he entered opposite the man's name on the

All 
labor, of wbateYcr description, must be provided by the regi* 
ment concerned, the advice of an officer of the Military Worts 
or of the Public Works Department being obtained by the 
Commandant of the corps, when such may be considered iieeei- 
sary, in order to determine the best and most economical way 
of carrying out the repairs. 

7. When submitting the annual estimate for repaira, Officers 
Ciimmanding will also fnxmish a statement of accounts showing 
the general expenditure of the sum allotted to them for repairs 
and the balance remaining in their hands. 

8. On the completion of lines built by Government, a com- 
mittee, of which one member should be an officer of Engineers, 
or an officer of the Public Works Department, is to be assembled 
for the inspection of the buildings and the scrutiny of the 
accounts, to the abstracts of which the Commanding Officer of 
the regiment carrying out the work will certify that the 
expenditure is such as therein set forth. The committee will 
report as to whether the lines are complete and equal to 
requirements, also on the description of timber and other 
materials used in building, and whether economy and skill has 
been displayed in the construction of the lines, it will examine 
the accounts, with a view of ascertaining that no unnecessary 
expensefrhaVd been incurred for the work. The proceedings of 
the copimittee are to be fqrwarded, through the usual channel, 
to the Quarter Master General. 

* 9. On all occasions of movements in relief of troops occupy- 

ing* Government lines, the station standing barrack committee 
m to survey and report on the number and condition of the 
huts on the ocaasion. One copy of its report will be forwarded 
through the Officer Commanding the station to the District 
authorities, another copy will, if the outgoing corps is to occupy 
lines not the property of the State at its pew station, be made 
over to the Commanding Officer for the purpose of being at- 
tached to his 'Sill for hutting allowance, and a third copy wii!

An estimate for the expense of repairing this addi- 
tional damage is to he prepared and submitted to the Qaartcr 
Master General.

11. On occasions of ordinary reliefs, when a wing only of a 
corps relieves a full regiment, it should occupy the lines of one 
wing only, those of the other wing being looked after and kept 
in repair hj the Executive Engineer on the requisition of the 
Officer Commanding the station, an estimate of the cost of 
such repairs being submitted to the Quarter Master Genex'al 
for the allotment of the necessarv funds. 

12. When the lines of Native troops and of mustered fob 
low’crs become vacant, tiiet)fficer Commanding the station will 
be held responsible for their custody (see G.O.C. No. 54 of 
1 888) to the extent of protecting them from wilful damage, 
and for this purpose he should detail a ^ small guard or, when 
the guard duties are heavy, entertain'watchmen under the 
authority of a station order. Bills for the pay of these w^atchmen 
should be submitted to the Quarter Master General for apnroval.

Ha will visit at least once in three months, or, oftener if 
pi'acticabJe and desirable, each corps — Regulars, Militia, 
Yeomanry, aiffl Volunteers — in his district, reporting to the

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He will give special attention to those other points relating 
to musketry training on ^^.which he is required to 'report (men-

He will keep a range book containing the particulars relating 
to every range in the district. 

He w'ill see that the necessary arrangements are made for the 
use by the troops of the ranges at the various stations, and 
where moving and vanishing targets are supplied, that provi- 
sion is made for their care and maintenance, and for their use 
By the several corps in proper rotation.
